WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 — 
Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, said last night 
that he will study the record of 
the Senate permanent investi- 
gations subcommittee executive 
inquiry into the official con- 
duct of Hugh W. Cross and then 
diseuss with Senator John L. 
McClellan (Dem,), Arkansas, 
subcommittee chairman, the 
question of public hearings in 
the case. 

Cross, who lives at Jersey- 
ville, Ill, resigned as chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission last Friday after 
the subcommittee had ques- 
tioned him in closed session 
Nov. 15 on whether he had used 
his ICC influence to help per- 
suade railroads to give a new 
company the lucrative job of 
transferring -passengers and 
baggage between Chicago’s eight 
railroad ° stations. 

Called Chargeg Baseless. 

In his letter of resignation to 
President Eisenhower, Cross as- 
serted the allegations against 
him were “baseless” and said 
he was electing to resign rather 
than fight the case because of 
his health and that of his wife. 

Symington, in an interview 
last night before his departure 
from Washington for Kansas 
City, Mo., said, “In general, I 
am in favor of open hearings in 
any matter of this character 
and, at least until] I study the 
testimony, I am especially so 
in this case because Mr. Cross,

“Public hearings would de- 
velop no more than was dis- 
closed in the executive hear- 
ings. 

Matter for Committee. 

“The question of making pub- 
lic the testimony taken in the 
executive hearings is a matter 
that will be presented to the 
committee at its next executive 
session.” 

He did not indicate when 
such a meeting would take 
place. 

The statement noted that 
under committee rules, testi- 
mony taken in executive session 
cannot be released by the chair- 
man on his own initiative but 
can only be released to the 
public by a majority vote of 
the subcommittee.

This November, 
for extreme temperature varia- 
tions, is closing on an unusually 


cold note, The last three days, 
taken as a group, were the cold- 
est for the month in 26 years, 
Weatherman Harry F. Wahlgren 
said today. The reading of 11 
degrees Monday made that the 
coldest Nov. 28 since 1887. 
When the mercury climbed 
to 82 on Noy. 13 it tied the rec- 
ord for that date “established in 
1879 and was just one* degree 
below the 120-year record for 
the month set in 1950, Wahl- 
gren said. “The marked weather 
fluctuations this month were 
unusual,” the weather fore- 
caster remarked. “St. Louisans 
were in shirt sleeves one day 


and in heavy overcoats the 
next.” 
Average reading for the 


month was 43 degrees, threg de- 
grees below normal but the 
coldest November since 1951. 

Rainfall for the month was 
slightly below normal with 2.34 
inches but it was wetter than 
the combined Novembers of 
1953 and 1954. Generally the 
month was cooler and drier 
than normal and quite windy.

In every instance the print 
was of a left foot, and officers 
reasoned that someone had been 
shot in the foot or leg. 

A man’s leather belt, size 38 
and bearing the initial N, was 
found near the house. 

Authorities also were told of 
a prowler seen Sunday night 
at a home south of Lebanon. 
The prowler was said to have 
been carrying a small pistol. 

Pair Has No Children.

Election Problem. 


Assembly elections normally 
would be held next June, when 
the present Assembly’s regular 
five-year term ends, but Faure 
wanted to advance them to 
early December. Mendes-

back attempt, led the move 
which thwarted the Premier. 
There had been talk of an early 
spring vote as a compromise. 

Before the cabinet meeting, 
Coty was reported opposed to 
dissolution on the ground the 
vote would have to be held un- 
der the unpopular 1951 electo- 
ral law. This provides for mod- 
ified proportional representa- 
tion, voting for parties rather 
than individual candidates, and 
a complicated system of party 
alliances.

To permit admission of 13 
Western-supported applicants, 
the United States had indicated 
willingness to abstain from vot- 
ing against five Communist na- 
tions, including Outer Mongolia. 

The Soviet Union agreed to 
accept the entire package but 
asserted it would veto all others 
unless Outer Mongolia, Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria, Albania and 
Romania were admitted.

—-A subcommittee report to the 
White House’conference on edu- 
cation called today for strength- 
ening of the federal Office of 
Education and a buildup of 
state education offices as that 
agency's main contact. 


Discussing the role of the 
Office of Education, the report 
-said: “The contact of the Fed- 
eral Government should be 
confined to state level contacts 
‘and not made directly with 
‘local (school) boards except as 
mutually agreed by the three 
levels.” 

James D. King of Brownwood, 
Tex., who presented the report, 
‘eontaining the consensus of 2000 
‘participants, to the conference, 
emphasized to reporters later 
“that there was no intention to 
‘take “a slap at the Office of 
*Education.” He said th einten- 
ation was simply that states 
should be brought into the 
‘picture. 

' King said that as written the 
report was capable of misinter- 
pretation and it might be 
amended later to make the in- 
_tent more clear. 


| Issue of Federal Aid. 

Later today the conference 
-closed on its hottest issue—fed- 
eral aid to cshools. 

Frank C. Moore, former lieu- 
tenant governor of New York, 
sopened discussion of the sub- 
ject by defining the central 
‘problem as this: 

“Can federal aid be provided 
go that it will encourage rather 
than discourage state and local 
efforts?” 

“Most people agree,” Moore 
-gaid in a speech, “that they do 
not want federal control of our 
schools. Some insist, however, 
that..the Federal Government 
must exercise enough super- 
. vision over any aid provided to 
-insure its use for the purpose 
intended.” 


‘+ Moore said also there are 
‘Jegal obstacles that ‘prevent 
‘our states and localities from 
using a more adequate but rea- 
sonable portion of their eco- 
nomic ability to finance 
schools.” 


“These legal barriers,” he 
continued, “have been erected 
by the states .. . Some states 
have made remarkable progress 
in overcoming these legal ob- 
stacles. Other states have made 
relatively little or no effort to 
eliminate them.” 


Moore is chairman of a sub- 
committee on discussion of the 
fifth point on the conference 
program: “How can we finance 
our schools—build and operate 
them?” 

After hearing him, confer- 
ence participants split up for 
round-table discussions. 

Role of Education Office. 
The Office of Education now 

deals largely with local school 
boards on voational traftning 
and the federal financing of 
schools in areas flooded with 
children because of a new fed- 
eral installation. The school 
lunch program, administered by 
the Department of Agriculture, 
s also handled mostly at the 
ocal level. 

The report, the second of six 
to be presented to the confer- 
ence, had as its topic: “In what 
ways can we organize our school 
systems more efficiently and 
economically?” Co-chairman 
with King, who is superinten- 
dent of schools at Brownwood, 
was Clayton J. Chamberlin, su- 
perintendent of public instruc- 
tion in Hondlulu. 

Minority reports which the 
subcommittee considered im- 
portant enough to be presented 
recommended: 

1. State financial help for 

ualified students to “meet 

e tragic shortages in teach- 
ing, medical arts and scien- 
tific professions.” 

2. “A sound, equitable tax 
base between administrative 
units.” 

3. State provision of “desir- 
able services over, above and 
beyond the capabilities of 
local districts to provide a 
basic program.” 

4. A study of the practica- 
bility of the 12-month school 
year to make fullest use of 
school buildings. 

5. Studies of “non-teaching 
duties and ways to free the 
teacher to exercise her pri- 
mary responsibility for in- 
struction.” 

6. Fiscal independence for 
local school districts under 

state law. 

Best Job Ever on 3 R's. 

Previously the delegates had 
agreed that the schools “are 
doing the best job in their his- 
tory” in teaching the three R's 
but that improvement still is 
“desirable and necessary.”

9. “Intellectual curiosity 
and eagerness for life-long 
learning.” 

10. “Aesthetic appreciation 
and seMf-expression in the 
arts.” 

11. “Physical and mental 
health.” 

12. “Wise use of time, in- 
cluding constructive leisure 
pursuits.” 

13. “Wnderstanding of the 
physical world and man’s re- 
lation to it as represented 
through basic knowledge of 
the - seiences. 

14. “An awareness of our 
relationships with the world 
community.”

Then in an apparent refer- 
ence to the blasts against the 
West by Khrushchev and Bul- 
ganin in previous speeches in 
India, Nehru declared. 

“We try to be friendly with 
all countries whether we agree 
with them or not. That is the 
reason why we remain from 
criticizing other countries, even 
when we disagree with their 
policies, unless circumstances 
compel us to explain our view- 
point.” 

Streets Jammed. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
wildly enthusiastic Ind ians 
packed Calcutta’s streets and 


parks to greet the two Kremlin 


chiefs. The turnout was be- 
lieved the greatest in India 
since the funeral of the late 
Mohandas K. Gandhi. , 

Thousands had trekked hun- 
dreds of miles from Bihar and 
the interior of West Bengal. 
Some men, women and children 
had been camping for more 
than 36 hours in Maidan park, 
in the center of Calcutta, the 
scene of today’s joint appear- 
ance by Bulganin, Khrushchev 
and Nehru.” 

The dense crowd slowed the 
Russians’ progress from the air- 
port yesterday to a walk and 
finally forced them to transfer 
to an iron-barred police wagon 
to escape the excited Indians 
trying to touch them. Souvenir 
hunters stripped the ancient, 
abandoned Mercedes in which 
they had been riding of every- 
thing portable. 

The crowds wedged them-

McKay Says U.S. Will Drop 
Controversial Echo Park Dam 


Alternate Action to 


Be Recommended in 


Effort to Get Approval of Upper 
Colorado Project Next Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) 
~— Secretary. of the Interior 
Douglas McKay announced yes- 
terday the department will drop 
the controversial: Echo . Park 
Dam from the proposed Upper 
Colorado river storage: project. 

McKay said alternate action 
will be recommended in the 
hope of obtaining congressional 
approval of the project next 
year. 

The announcement was made 
following a meeting by McKay 
with the executive council of 
the Council of Conservationists. 
Organized conservation groups 
bitterly opposed the Echo Park 
dam, arguing that it would 
harm the Dinosaur National 
Monument. 

In the past, the Department 
of the Interior has rejected all 
alternate proposals. It has been 
insisting the proposed $176,400,- 
000 Echo Park dam in Colorado 
was a key unit of the proposed 
billion-dollar-storage project to 
benefit Colorado, Utah, Wyo- 
ming and New Mexico. 

Situation in Congress. 

The Senate this year passed 
a bill to authorize the devel- 
opment, including Echo Park 
Dam. The House Interior Com- 
mittee has approved an author- 
ization bill with Echo Park 
eliminated. j 

McKay said the Departmen 
of the Interior had taken note 
of the resolution unanimously 
approved by seven Senators 
and seven Representatives from 
the upper basin. states at a 
meeting in Denver Nov. 1. He 
said this resolution. stated that 
in the hope of getting action 
the “Senators and Representa- 
tives present agree they will 
not try to reinstate the Echo 
Park.” 

“It does seem clear that the 


passage of an authorization for 
the Upper Colorado project in 
the next of Congress 
may be accomplished as a re- 
sult of the agreement to ex- 
clude Echo Park from _ the 
project,” McKay said in a state- 
ment. 


“In the interests of getting 
the Upper Colorado project 
started, the department 
acquiesce in this action. 

“In line with this position, 
the department will give fur- 
ther study to the project for 
the purpose of recommending 
— units in lieu of Echo 

ark. 
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“At various times before the 
Congress, at their (Congress’s) 
request, we have presented in- 
formation regarding alternate 
proposals should Echo Park be 
excluded from the project. 

“The department has not in 
the past supported any of these 
alternate proposals. We will, 
however, give further study to 
this matter in view of general 
agreement that Echo Park be 
excluded, *anhd we will be pre- 
pared to recommend alternate 
action.” 

McKay said that at the time 
the department announced its 
decision favoring a dam at Echo 
Park “‘we indicated that the de- 
velopment of the resources of 
the area, with which this de- 
partment is vitally concerned, 
required storage capacity that 
could be obtained by a dam in 
Echo Park.” 

“We are as fully concerned 
today with insuring the orderly 
and efficient development of 
the resources of the west,” he 
continued. “We have, at the 
same time, understood and we 
have an appreciation for the 
views of those who have main- 
tained that no dam should be 


built in Echo Park.”

Gen. P. A. Dibrova, 
Russia’s commandant, rejected 
it on the ground that East Ber- 
lin no longer is under Soviet 
occupation. Dasher expressed 
amazement at this evident repu- 
diation of four-power authority 
over the city of Berlin. 

This,government deplores the

uation,” White told newsmen. 
“There just is no word for it 
other than outrageous.” 

Representative Osterag (Rep.) 
of New York, and Representa- 
tive Boland (Dem.) of Massa- 
chusetts, were detained for four 
hours by the East Berlin police.

Dead-End of Containment 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Mr. Dulles’s recent report shows 
that our policy of military contain- 
ment has now reached the end of a 
dead-end street. The conditions 
which led us to hope for its suc- 
cess no longer exist. 

With the advent of the hydrogen 
bomb, force has lost its force as an 
instrument of national policy. Mil- 
itary alliances built to contain phys- 
ical encroachment have shown them- 
selves easily penetrable by political 
and ideological action. This is now 
brought home to us in the Middle 
East, where Soviet diplomacy has 
leapfrogged over our painfully con- 
structed “Northern Tier Alliance,” 
gaining Russia a political foothold in 
a vital strategic area from which 
traditional British containment had 
excluded her for over a century. 

* * * 

In the Far East, our military alli- 
ances are as obsolete as the North- 
ern Tier in the Middle East. If we 
are not wholly blind, we must recog- 
nize that an effective anti-Commu- 
nist coalition must now more than 
ever derive its strength not only 
from common fears but from com- 
mon concepts of justice, common 
aims and aspirations and effective 
co-operation toward those ends. 

To say that armaments and mil- 
itary alliances are obsolete is not to 
argue for unilateral disarmament. 
Physical force has lost its force only 
because it is at present stalemated 
by a precarious balance of destruc- 
tive power. The only safe substi- 
.tute for that balance is universal 
enforced disarmament. 

Meanwhile it is foolish to think 
that military power alone can pre- 
serve the status quo—much less alter 
it in our favor. Yet this is precisely 
the folly we are now committing in 
Europe. For the sake of adding a 
meaningless German contingent to 
the NATO alliance, we have com- 
mitted the incredible blunder of sur- 
rendering contro] over the future of 
Germany to the Soviet Union.

The position taken by Mr. Dulles 
at Geneva amounts to saying that 
nothing can be done to relax cold- 
war tensions in Europe unless Rus- 
sia accepts German unification on 
Western terms. 

We have pursued this delusion 
for five years. We are still pursu- 
ing it. The result is a deadlock in 
which time will be clearly on the 
side of the Russians. German re- 
unification will be negotiated if not 
by Russia and the West, then by 
Russia and the successor or suc- 
cessors of Chancellor Adenauer. If 
the West does not forego its demand 
for a German participation in NATO, 
the Germans will sooner or later 


renounce that participation them- 
selves. When they do that, good- 
by Europe. 


The situation is not yet irretriev- 
able, but it would certainly seem to 
require more than a statement blam- 
ing the Russians for the failure of 
the conference. The answer is to 
do what any sensible person does 
when he finds himself in a dead- 
end street—back out or _ turn 
around.

For the Country’s Good 


One of the pressing matters before the United 
States today concerns the two political parties 
and foreign policy in the 1956 presidential cam- 
p . How much criticism should there be? 
How should it be presented? What will be the 
effect of criticism? What is the alternative? 

Within the last few days prominent leaders 
in both parties have spoken about this. On the 
Democratic side, ex-President Truman, former 
Gov. Stevenson, Gov. Harriman and Senator 
Kefauver all have made comments critical in 
varying degrees of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s conduct of the country’s foreign relations. 
The chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Senator George, noting these criti- 
cisms, has made two statements. He proposed 
first that the issue be kept out of the campaign 
as much as possible. He said later he doubted 
that it would be practical to try to declare any 
phase of foreign policy “off limits.” 

President Eisenhower favors the George sug- 
gestion for a generally bipartisan approach on 
foreign affairs. Vice President Nixon also has 
applauded the dean of the Senate. Secretary 
of State Dulles, warning that “peril could 
result from careless or uninformed indulgence in 
partisan excesses,” expresses the hope that “par- 
tisan debate” will not disparage bipartisan co- 
operation. , 

And Senator Wiley, ranking G.O.P. member 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, makes an 
eminently sensible observation. He says that if 
Republicans expect Democrats to refrain from 
using foreign policy as a political football, “we 
have got to make sure that we Republicans don’t 
kick it around ourselves ”’ 

. * * 

Senator Wiley’s caution is sound. For there 
have been irresponsible charges in the past, as 
in the 1952 campaign. Certainly these earlier ex- 
cesses do not justify the Democrats in retalia- 
tion now. Two wrongs do not make a right. 

Considerations of foreign policy cannot be 
kept out of the campaign and in a self-govern- 
ing democracy important foreign policy matters 
obviously must be discussed by the people and. 
their representatives. 

Thus the question is not whether there is to 
be discussion but the form the discussion had 
best take. The view of the Post-Dispatch is that 
criticism ought to be in good faith. It ought to 
be on specific points. It ought to be positive 
rather than negative. It ought to present defi- 
nite proposals. In short, anyone who criticizes 
official conduct in this sensitive field ought to 
have what he regards as improvements to recom- 
mend. And he ought to avoid attacks on motives 
or on the character of those he criticizes. 

Republican Senator Case of New Jersey, one 
of the ablest and fairest men in Congress, put 
it well when he said: 

A sound bipartisan foreign policy does not 
mean unanimous agreement on every point, 
but it does carry a responsibility of criti- 
cism directed in specific terms always with 
constructive intent.

The Republican contribution, since the G.O.P. 
is in power in Executive Branch, should be to be 
fair and reasonable in its claims. After all, its 
foreign policy, aside from the abandoned slo- 
ganeering about “massive retaliation,” “unleash- 
ing of Chiang” and the like, is largely an exten- 
sion of the containment of Communism devel- 
oped by the Truman Administration. 

This fact makes plain that the Democrats can- 
not engage in unrestrained, sweeping generali- 
ties against the Eisenhower Administration’s 
foreign policy, without to a large extent con- 
demning their own handiwork. 

The National Planning Association, a non- 
profit organization of business and professional 
leaders, says that “the most perilous phase of 
the cold war lies ahead.” If this is so, and if it 
is further so, as this nonpolitical organization 


‘says, that Russia has handed the United States 


a series of foreign policy defeats, then the 
months ahead are too dangerous for reckless 
name calling. 

Let us debate foreign relations as befits adults. 
Let us be specific. Let us deal in constructive 
proposals. Let us make sure that the intent of 
each statement or comment on foreign policy is 
to further the country’s good and to advance 
the cause of peace in the world.

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After Six Months 


The September term Circuit Court grand jury 
is about to complete its third and final month 
of service. Like its immediate predecessor, the 
current jury has devoted a substantial part of 
its time to hearing testimony concerning alleged 
police payoffs. Thus the Inquiry has been con- 
ducted off and on for the better part of the 
last six months, and that is far too long for it 
to end inconclusively. 

The June term grand jury took over the in- 
vestigation from the April term jury, which 
passed out of existence before it could get its 
teeth into the first sensational charges. The 
June jury then proceeded to hear more than 
100 witnesses whose testimony required a tran- 
script of more than 2000 pages. It worked 
through the full 14 weeks of its term without 
recess, but ft not only failed to vote indict- 
ments; it was not even asked to do so. Instead 


it urged the September jury to continue the 


inquiry. 

The September jury indicted three police offi- 
cers early in its term, and it may well return 
additional indictments before it quits for good. 
But indictments or no, it certainly ought to do 
its best to wind up the investigation. 

The payoff allegations have besmirched the 
name of the whole Police Department, and that 
is certainly unjust. Guilt is individual, not col- 
lective, and even the three indicted officers 
must be presumed innocent until proved guilty. 

But the allegations also have besmirched the 
names of individuals. The names of more than 
a dozen officers were given to authorities as re- 
ported recipients of regular payoffs. And some 
10 offiters were requested to fill out question- 
naires dealing with their personal finances. 
Naturally the jury should indict if it has the 


evidence. Nobody wants it to go easy where it 
has a case. But if it has insufficient evidence 
the only fair thing is to say so. It would be a 
gross injustice to everyone concerned, including 
the citizens who want to know the facts about 
their police force, to leave the whole business 
up in the air. 
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More Than Buzz Is Needed 


We are trying hard to maintain a proper re- 
pect for the White House conference on educa- 
tion, but the truth is it looks a little silly to us. 

The conference is organized on the “buzz ses- 
sion”. principle which derives from something 
called “group dynamics.” The 1800 delegates are 
organized into 180 discussion groups of 10 per- 
sons each, After a topic is discussed, the round- 
table leaders meet in super-discussion groups, 
and these choose two finalists to write a report 
“distilling” the views of the conference. 

What makes this intricate machinery look 
silly to us is that it seems inherently incapable 
of producing clear, specific and meaningful 
decisions on the great educational issués before 
the conference. It may do the “discussants” 
some good, but what it contributes to the coun- 
try is questionable. By the time the views of 
1800 persons have been “distilled” by filtering- 
up, the resulting “consensus” is likely to be so 
rarefied that it cannot mean very much. 

Thus the first report responds to widespread 
concern over the teaching of reading and other 
basic subjects with the electrifying conclusion 
that “while schools are doing the best job in 
their history in teaching these skills, continuous 
improvement is desirable and necessary.” On 
the key question of federal aid, can the confer- 
ence do much more than report that some people 
are for it, and some against? 

What is lacking is a method of coming to grips 
with the crucial issues and registering an expres- 
sion of opinion on them, We do not see how this 
could be done except by the old-fashioned meth- 
ods of committee study, general debate, and a 
vote on one or more specific propositions. After 
all, that is how decisions are reached in demo- 
cratic bodies. 


This is just what the conference is not going 
to have. Its leaders say there isn’t time for gen- 


eral debate and round-table buzzing as well. The 
conference is too big and the questions before it 
too complex, they say, to be embodied in resolu- 
tions of the conventional type. Perhaps they are 
right. If so, the question arises as to why a con- 
ference was summoned which is too big for de- 
bate and too unwieldy for decision. 
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Gov. Kohler Vetoes 


Doubtless many readers of the Post-Dispatch 
have been wondering what Gov. Kohler of Wis- 
consin was going to do with the Milwaukee con- 
gressional redistricting bill which would have 
moved Representative Henry S. Reuss out of his 
present district and sought to eliminate that out- 
standing young Democratic Congressman next 
year. Now they have the answer; Gov. Kohler 
has vetoed the gerrymander bill. 

To do this Wisconsin's Republican executive 
had to break with the party bosses who rammed 
the redistricting bill through the Legislature at 
Madison a month ago. He had to repudiate the 
action of legislators who previously reversed 
themselves and voted a bill they had opposed. 
But doing so, he took the stand they should have 
taken. 

Gov. Kohler may well have angered some of 
the financial angels of his party. But what is 
much more important he has won the esteem 
of many people, outside Wisconsin as well as 
within the state, who were counting on him to 
be fair and honest, 
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Open Door to Danger 

Russia’s rejection of the United States pro- 
test against the arrest of two American Con- 
gressmen in East Berlin is a disservice to di- 
vided Germany and to East-West relations. 

Two American Congressmen, the wife of one 
and an escort officer were detained for four 
hours by East German Peoples Police because 
their automobile contained a radiotelephone. 
The United States commander in Berlin, Maj. 
Gen, Charles L. Dasher Jr., protested to the 
Russian commandant. Russia now replies that 
she cannot accept the protest because she recog- 
nizes East Germany as a sovereign state which 
should deal with such cases. 

The Russian position is certainly calculated 
to embarrass the West. The Russian response im- 
plies that if the United States does not recognize 
East Germany, then the United States has no 
way to deal with that area or to protect Ameri- 
can citizens in it. Washington has avoided 
recognizing the Russian satellite in part because 
to do so would imply official and semi-perma- 
nent recognition of a divided Germany. 

But Russia has also invited reconsideration 
of the four-power agreement for occupation of 
Berlin and, as Gen. Dasher observed, the Soviet 
stand “quite possibly opens the door to other 
incidents.” If Russia assumes no responsibility 
for such incidents in a zone which she still un- 
deniably occupies, the result is bound to be in- 
creasing irresponsibility in East Germany and 
in the relations between the four powers. 

The United States has made plain that it will 
not be pressured or blackmailed into recogniz- 
ing East Germany. Does Russia want Berlin again 
to become a hostile proving ground for the 
incompatibility of East and West, or does that 
“spirit of Geneva” still exist in the Kremlin? 
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Pushing Close to Unreality 

Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa government would 
be very poorly advised if it went ahead with its 
avowed intention to veto the admission of Outer 
Mongolia to the United Nations. 

That veto would keep out not only Outer Mon- 
golia but 17 other applicants, including Japan, 
Italy and Spain. For it has long been clear, as 
Walter Lippmann points out in his column to- 
day, that the only hope of settling the pro- 
tracted dispute over new members is to open 
the door to all applicarits, whether sponsored 
by the West or by the Soviet bloc. Now, just 
when a “package deal” was about to go through 
by the virtually unanimous consent of the U.N.’s 
60 members, Nationalist China’s threat of a veto 
again plunges the issue into uncertainty. 

It may be that Chiang is just practicing the 
ancient art of political blackmail. Perhaps he 
is putting himself into position to be bought 
off with a few extra millions in military aid. 
Certainly he would be unwise in the extreme 
if he actually wielded the big-power veto which 
up to now he has been prudent enough to hold 
in abeyance. ; 

The U.N. charter gives the veto power to 


China, but Chiang’s government does not speak » 


for China. If the government of Formosa, which 
itself holds doubtful title to a U.N. seat, can 
single-handedly frustrate the will of 59 other 
members, then a certain point of unreality m 
U.N, affairs has been reached. Chiang ought to 
have as much interest as anybody in stopping 
short of that point.

A British View of Desegregation 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Virginia's efforts to perpetuate segregation in public schools 
amounts to rebellion against federal law, London publication 
says; no state has so flouted Supreme Court since Civil War; 
racialists may hope for action increasing bitterness, intolerance. 


From The New Statesman and Nation, London 


The Supreme Court decision against 
segregation of Negro school children 
was a landmark in American law and 
race relations. It gave new dignity to 
the Court; and it came as the climax 
to a decade of progress which had 
given the vote back to the Negro, abol- 
ished segregation in the armed forces 
and removed a hundred and one Jim 
Crow restrictions. 


Sensibly, the Court did not seek to 
coerce the South on education: realiz- 
ing how difficult it would be for some 
Southern states to create an integrated 
school system, ft did not even set a 
time-limit. It simply insisted that a 
start should be made, and that its 
ruling should neither be evaded nor 
defied. 


This moderation has met with rebuff. 
Just across the Potomac from the Court 
building, the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia is in rebellion against the Court’s 
decision. 


Protests and attempts at evasion had 
been expected from such extremist 
states as Georgia and Mississippi. But 
Virginia’s defiance will come as an un- 
welcome surprise to many who thought 
that the most influential of the southern 
states was also one of the most liberal. 


Gov. Stanley has accepted the report 
of a special commission on public edu- 
cation, described it as “excellent,” and 
called a special session of, the Legis- 
lature to amend the state laws and 
Constitution so that Virginia may per- 
petuate segregation. 


The plan is simple. First, the com- 
mission proposes that the state should 
pay the tuition fees of pupils in dis- 
triets which abolish free public educa- 
tion: the Court cannot insist on inte- 
gration of private schools. 


Second, in districts which decide to 
retain free public schools, the school 
boards will be permitted to segregate 
children on grounds that nominally 
take ho account of race, yet will in 
fact make it certain that Negroes are 
confined to particular schools. 

It is not yet clear how far Virginia 
is prepared to go, or how much support 
it can expect from pther states in the 


South. The commission speaks only of 
resisting “by all proper means.” 

Yet the challenge strikes directly at 
the authority of the Supreme Court, for 
the commission cooly assumes that it is 
a better judge of the United States Con- 
stitution than the Court itself, “which 
has abandoned all legal precedent... 
and based its conclusions on the. con- 
flicting evidence of psychologists.” 

In phrases which catch the echoes of 
13861 it insists that the rights of the 
states “now exist by the Court’s suffer- 
ance,” and that the law of the land is 
“whatever the Court may determine it 
to be by the process of judicial legis- 
lation.” 

This was the logic that drove Gen. 
Beauregard to fire on Fort Sumter and 
led finally to Lee's surrender at Appo- 
mattox. 

The South has never believed in 
simple majority rule or in the stern 
federalism of Lincoln. To protect its 
“peculiar institution” — once slavery, 
now segregation—it has always fallen 
back on the doctrine of states rights: 
the majority may rule, but it may not 
coerce the minority beyond some unde- 
fined point of endurance. 

Can the United States Supreme Court 
ignore such contempt of its authority? 
The situation is unique, since no state 
has comparably flouted the Court since 
the Civil War. 

As a matter of practical politics, it 
seems unlikely that either the Court or 
the Commonwealth of Virginia will 
press matters to extremes. The attitude 
of the South has undergone a revolu- 
tionary change in the last decade, and 
the main force on which the Court 
must rely is public opinion, which in 
Virginia, as well as in the United 
States as a whole, is likely increasingly 
to rally to its side. 

The racialists no doubt hope that 
the Court will take action that will re- 
vive the old bitterness and intolerance. 
Indeed that may well be why this last- 
ditch stand has been organized by such 
men as Virginia’s powerful ultra-con- 
servative and anti-Negro Senator Byrd. 

The end of segregation in the South 
will mean the end of political machines 
based on racial demagogy. 


Quotation on THE Quotations 
Horace Reynolds in. The New York Times Book Review 


This year “Bartlett's Familiar Quota- 
tions” is a hundred years old. Every- 
one knows the book; few know much 
of anything of the original author. 

Tradition has it that John Bartlett's 
University Bookstore, on the southeast 
corner of what is now Massachusetts 
avenue and Boylston street, was to the 
Harvard and Cambridge wits of the 
1850s what the Grolier Book Shop is 
to the Harvard and Cambridge wits of 
the 1950s—a place of foregathering and 
gossip. By all accounts Bartlett (1820- 
1905) was a hospitable bookseller. 


Today the corner once filled by the 
serene, broad-gabled, old frame house, 
in the west half of which Bartlett's 
customers read his books and smoked 
their pipes, is occupied by a tavern, a 
liquor store, a hot dog stand and a shoe 
repair shop. ‘Yhe corner has changed, 
perhaps even more than Bartlett's book. 


It is a matter of record, to get back to 
bookseller Bartlett, that this Plymouth- 
born Yankee of omnivorous reading and 
prodigious memory was good at pro- 
viding and placing quotations. “Ask 
Bartlett” became a Cambridge phrase. 

Bartlett, like many a bookseller be- 
fore and after him, was a man of little 
formal education. The Plymouth pub- 
lic school was the extent of his school- 
ing. From his bookstore in Harvard 
Square, Bartlett published many Har- 
vard textbooks, and such interesting 
ae of Americana as Hall's “College 

ords and Customs.” 


Like many men of his time, Bartlett 
kept a commonplace book in which he 
noted memorable passages from his 
reading. This commonplace book be- 
came the basis of the first edition of 
Bartlett's “Familiar Quotations.” So, 
with the aid of a young Harvard under- 
graduate, Henry W. Haynes, in 1855 
was born this classic work, a small, 
thin, handy book of 295 pages. 


“Here is a field for themes!” prompt- 
ly cried the Harvard undergraduate 
magazine, in its issue of July 1855, de- 
scribing the new work as a boon to 
students, and, more sedately, Oliver 
Wendell Homes spoke of it as “con- 
venient, indispensable, and altogether 
admirable.” With such a press no 
wonder it sold out its printing of a 
thousand copies in three months. 


The changes in the various editions 
provide an index to a century of Amer- 
ican taste. The fact that the fifth 
edition (1868) has no quotation from 
Lincoln and the thirteenth has six pages 
certainly tells a tale. In the first edi- 
tion, the Bible, the Book of Common 
Prayer and Shakespeare take up one 
third of the book; in the thirteenth, 
one ninth. 

Today's Bartlett’s book serves to re- 
mind us of a sweet and accomplished 
gentleman of the old school, whose 
scholarship Harvard recognized by giv- 
ing him an honorary degree and whose 
book of household words has become a 
household institution.

Bane of the Outlaw 


WYATT EARP, FRONTIER MARSHAL. by Stuart 
N. Lake. (Houghton Mifflin Co., 392 pqs., $3.50.) 
Perhaps the best written of all gun- 

men biographies, this book tells the 

story of the colorful frontier marshal, 

Wyatt Earp. Fighting on the side of the 

law, Earp was the bane of the outlaw’s 

existence in Dodge City, Deadwood and 

Tombstone and the events he partici-

The book, first published in 1931, is 
a controversial one. Many writers and 
other men who knew Earp personally 
in his heyday hold him to be a charac- 
ter entirely different from the one por- 
trayed by Lake. They claim the book 
leaves out all the shady incidents of 
Earp’s life and does everything possible 
for his glorification. Frank Waters, in 
his book, “The Colorado,” goes one step 
further and says “it is the most assidu- 
ously concocted blood and thunder piece 
of fiction ever written about the West.”

ANTHOLOGY OF JAPANESE LITERATURE, edited 
by Donald Keene. (Grove Press, $6.50.) 

It was a formidable task which con- 
fronted Dr. Keene in preparing this 
pioneer anthology. Japanese literature 
is rich and various, but Western ignor- 
ance of it is abysmal. Dr. Keene has 
wisely confined himself to works that 
read pleasurably in English, whether or 
not they are of the highest artistic level. 
With so much to draw upon, the prob- 
lems of selection must have been acute. 
The book opens with a few of the poems 
in the “Collection of Ten Thousand 
Leaves” dating back some 1500 years, 
and comes down to the Tokugawa pe- 
riod about a century ago.

He Urges Two - Point 
‘Realistic’ Approach 
to Provide More 
Homes. 


MIAMI, Fia., Nov. 30 (AP)— 
Adlai Stevenson hit at cutbacks 
in the féderal housing program 
under the Republican Adminis- 
tration today and urged an im- 
mediate start on a “realistic” 
program to provide better 
places to live. 

As a starter, he proposed if 
a speech to the American Munic- 
ipal Association an all-out at- 
tack by local, state and federal 
governments on the problem of 
slum clearance and urban re- 
newaAl. 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate proposed two other 
lines of approach to the housing 
problem: 

1. A federally-aided public 
housing program measured 
not by the limitation of false 
economy but only by the 
needs of lowest income fami- 
lies. 

2. A system of practical 
governmental incentives that 
will bring decent private 
housing within the reach of 
the middle-income group. 

He told the nation’s mayors 
housing is the only one of the 
complex problems brought about 
by the rapid development of 
larger and larger metropolitan 
areas throughout the country, 
but he said it was one of the 
most pressing. 

Cites Examples. 

He said public housing de- 
mands by the larger cities are 
increasing and cited as exam- 

les recent reports that 70,000 

w-rent public housing units 
were needed in Philadelphia 
pnd 85,000 in New Jersey. 

“Yet in the past three years, 

the federal Government’s activ- 
ity in this field has been sig- 
nificantly cut back—with the 
explanation that this is part of 
a return ‘to a middle-of-the- 
road policy’,” Stevenson said. 

“Well, you can’t build houses 
out of slogans or in the middle 
of the road, evidently.” 

Recalling that the late Sen- 
ator Taft of Ohio, in sponsoring 
the 1949 housing act, had called 
for construction of 810,000 pub- 
lic housing units in the next 
six years, Stevenson said that 
in six years only 190,000 units 
had been built and another 
135,000 authorized. 

“The current program is only 
45,000 units for this fiscal year, 
and even this congressional de- 
cision is 10,000 units higher 
than the Administration's rec- 
ommendation.” 

An encouraging factor in the 
housing problem, Stevenson 
said, is that there currently is 
an emphasis on the conserva- 
‘fion: possibilities of urban re- 
* pment. Under this pro- 

“gram older neighborhoods are 
reshaped to provide necessary 
facilities and reduce overcrowd- 
ing. 

State governments, he said, 
are playing too passive a role 
in fighting urban blight. He said 
most cities were caught under 
low -debt ceilings and taxing

He said this would come 
about “only when the federal- 
state highway program we 
need so badly is recognized 
as a dire necessity instead of 
a political football.” — 

Maximum use by local 
governments of the tools now 
in their hands—planning, 
zoning, building codes, con- 
servation measures and all 
the other devices by which 
they can order the growth of 
the cities. 

3. A closer working rela- 
tionship between government 
and private enterprise, based 
on recognition that the con- 
sumer’s interest, which is the 
general interest, has to come 
first. 

Stevenson: arrived here after 
a strenuous hand-shaking cam- 
paign down the Florida peninsu- 
la. On the trip, he estimated 
that he made 20 stops, delivered 
seven speeches and shook 7000 
hands. 

It was a style of cam oe 
Stevenson used effectively in 
winning election as Governor of 
Illinois in 1948 and which he 
had not used since. 

He did not get a chance to do 
much informal campaigning in 
1952 because he had to concen- 
trate his vote-seeking appeals to 
a busy two-month period re- 
stricted to television appear- 
ances and speeches in big 
cities. 

But now, with a full year in 
which to campaign, provided he 
wins the Democratic nomina- 
tion, Stevenson said the voters 
in the medium size cities will 
see a great deal of him.

—Adlai E, Stevenson’s warm re- 
ception in Florida heightened 
expectations today he may test 
his Southern strength in that 
state’s May 29 presidential dele- 
gate primary. 

Stevenson, .only announced 
candidate thus far for the 1956 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, is expected to be joined 
in Florida by most of his cam- 
paign aids for what may be an 
early decision on whether to 
bid for the state’s 28 nominat- 
ing votes. 

If he runs there in next year’s 
primary, Stevenson may face a 
direct challenge from Senator 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. 

Kefauver is waiting until mid- 
December, after he has com- 
pleted reports on juvenile de- 


linguency and Dixon-Yates in- | 


vestigations, to make an ex- 
pected announcement of his 
candidacy for the nomination. 

Kefauver was defeated in 
Florida’s preferential primary 
in 1952 by Senator Russell

to the state. A new primary 
law provides for direct election 
of delegates but eliminates the 
separate preference vote. 

Stevenson has said he will 
enter the March 20 Minnesota 
primary.

STATE INSURANCE

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Book Tells Role Editor Played 
In Abdication of Edward VIII 


Author Had Access 
Geoffrey Dawson 


to Diaries of Late 
of London Times 


Who Opposed King’s Romance. 


LONDON, Nov. 30 (AP)—He 

said King Edward VIII must go. 
. - « He ‘helped keep Winston 
Churchill out of a mid-30s 
cabinet, . . . He helped frame 
Britain’s policy at Munich. .. . 

Kings consulted him. Prime 
Ministers sought his advice. He 
was tough. He was Geoffrey 
Dawson, editor of The Times 
of London, 

His story was published this 
week in a book “Geoffrey Daw- 
son and Our Times.” The au- 
thor is one of Dawson's surviv- 
ing friends, Sir Evelyn Wrench, 
who had access to his diaries. 

Dawson's key role in the Ed- 
ward VIII romance started with 
an anonymous letter whose au- 
thor claimed to be a Briton liv- 
ing in the United States. He 
said if the King married the 
divorced, Mrs. Wallis Simpson, 
British prestige would fall in 
America. 

“Britain,” said the anonymous 
writer, “has usurped the place 
in the realm of sordid intrigue 
formerly tenanted by some Bal- 
kan state stich as Romania. 
Nothing would please me more 
than to hear that Edward VIII 
had abdicated.” 

Dawson’s biographer says the 
editor took the letter to Buck- 
ingham Palace and begged the 
King’s secretary to show it to 
him. Dawson then went to see 
Stanley Baldwin. The then 
Prime Minister commented: 
“Very useful. It may strengthen 
my hand in dealing with the 
King.” 

But the King stood out for his 
right to marry—until Dawson 
penned a thundering editorial 
that proved instrumental in 
foreing him to go. 

The biographer says Dawson 
wrote to Neville Chamberlain— 
the Prime Minister who ap- 
peased Hitler at Munich—the 
day before he died. It said: 

“IT shall always be an impeni- 
tent supporter of what is called 


the Munich policy. War with 
Germany at that time would 
have been migunderstood and 
resented from end to end of 
the Empire ... Bless you for all 
you have done for this country.” 

In May 1935, Churchill was 
warning the world against Hit- 
ler. Dawson recorded in his 
diary that Baldwin had no per- 
sonal objection to putting 
Churchill in the cabinet, but 
“I suggested that the continu- 
ance of the Indian problem was 
sufficient argument for keeping 
him out for the present.” 

Churchill was kept out, but 
became Prime Minister in 1940 
to lead the British in World 
War II. Soon after, Dawson gave 
up his editorship of the Times. 
He died in 1947.

FOOD AND DRUG UNIT REPORT 
FACTORY SANITATION GAINS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) 
~The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration today cited statistics 


which it said indicate con- 
tinued progress in food fac- 
tory sanitation. It said that of 
78 unfit foods shipments seized 
in October only five were al- 
leged by FDA inspectors to 
have been prepared in insani- 
tary factories. 

The agency also reported that 
during October it had won a 
court order restraining a pack- 
ing firm from watering oysters. 
In addition,’ it said, there were 
12 seizures directed against 
similar action by other firms. 

“This practice by a few pack- 
ers,” the FDA said, “is serious- 
ly. hampering efforts of the in- 
dustry as a whole to put out 
an unwatered pack.”

Nautilus Passes 25,000-Mile 


Mark on Its Original Fuel 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) , half year testing of that engine. 


—The atomic submarine Nauti- | 


lus now has accumulated about | 
25,000 miles of cruising, far | 
more than any powered ship 
ever traveled without taking | 
aboard fuel. 
It probably will be many 
thousands of miles and many 
months more before any major 
replenishment of the Nautilus’s 
nuclear fuel will be required. 
The land-based duplicate of 
the Nautilus’s power plant, at 
the Idaho test station of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, re- 
cently was shut down for fuel 
replenishment after two and a 
half years of operation. 
Experts say that gives a gen- 
eral idea of what the Navy’s 


do on its initial fuel supply. 
But they also cautioned that the 
consumption of the U-235 in the 
submarine’s “firebox” will de- 
pend to some extent on how 
fast it is run. Loads placed on 


the Nautilus in high-speed 
underwater runs presumably 
exce power demands which 


were made on the prototype 


reactor during the two and one- 


* 


Rear Adm, H. G. Rickover, 
chief of the AEC’s naval re- 
actors branch, said recently 
that the power plant in Idaho 
and that in the Nautilus are 


just “Kittyhawk” models (like 
the first airplane that flew). 


The aim, said Rickover, is to 
design future nuclear power 
plants for ships “which can 
last for an entire war without 
being refueled.” 


A reactor burns about one 
gram of U-235 to produce heat 
equivalent to approximately 
24,000 kilowatt hours. The heat 
produces steam which turns a 
turbine to drive the propeller 
shafts. 


The exact power of the Nau- 
tilus is a military secret. How- 
ever, a conventional fleet type 
submarine, which is somewhat 
smaller and much slower than 
the Nautilus, develops about 
6000 horsepower, which repre- 
sents about 4500 kilowatts.

0: we don’t know how best to prepare him,” par- 

ents tell us over and .over again. 

We have frequently discussed this topic. Our main sug- 

: gestions have been very 
simple. Chiefly you should, 
so far as you can, prepare 
the child beforehand. Tell 
him simply, but truthfully, 
what is going to happen 
* and why. Don’t tell him 
that what will happen isn't 
going to hurt, because it 
will. Don’t tell him that 
you won't have to leave 
him alone, because you 
probably will.

~ purpose is, “Johnny Goes to the Hospital” by Josephine 
~ Abbott Sever (Children’s Medical Center, Boston).

- THIS BOOK has already been of considerable help in 
= orienting young children to what they may expect when 
- they go to the hospital. Now a companion volume by the 
.~ same author is available—“Johnny Visits His Doctor.” This 
* book deals, obviously, with the even more common problem 
- of getting the well child ready for his visits to the doctor's 
> office. Not every child, happily, needs to go to the hospital; 
= but nearly all, nowadays, may expect even if they are 
= healthy to make frequent visits with their mother to the 
doctor's office. 

This book, unlike too many which seem to be written 
~ just because somebody felt like writing a book, seems to 
> us to have written in a definite spirit of service. Written 
~ under medical auspices, it is an extremely interesting, direct 
and reassuring story, for children, about what happens when 
a child goes to his doctor’s office for his regular checkup.

THE DIALOGUE is sensible and natural: 

“Why do I have to go? I'm not sick at all,” the little 
boy says to his mother. 

“I know,” replies his mother, “but every once in a while 
* every child should go to see his doctor to make sure he is 
well and won't get sick.”

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A Novel Approach to Big Business 


Cameron Hawley, Former Executive, Reaps Profits From ‘Executive Suite’ and ‘Cash McCall’

IG Business (with capital Bs) 
B has provided a fertile field 

in recent years for writers 
of both fiction and non-fiction. 
To the former, the dynamic 
business executive, whose finan- 
cial maneuvers are both en- 
chanting and mystifying to peo- 
ple like you and me, has be- 
come the representative Ameri- 
can for our times and as such 
the protagonist of some pretty 
good novels. 

The latter group of writers 
have been exploring, with 
equally interesting results, what 
might be called the human ele- 
ment in Big Business, the im- 
portance of which was once 
considered peripheral if not 
negligible but which now, in the 
days of the psychological per- 
sonnel approach, has been given 
new meanings and proportions. 
The rivalries at top level, the 
office grapevine, the pressures 
of conformity and the various 
other influences which shape 
and shuffle men at the two- 
telephone and ulcer level con- 
tain many of the elements of 
genuine drama. 

No one knows these things 
better than Cameron Hawley, 
one-time executive and now 
writer, who, in the fortunate 
position of both observer and 
observed, has had the unique 
good fortune to turn out two 
successful books on the subject 
in the space of léss than five 
years. 

“Executive Suite,” which came 
out in 1952, and which explored 
the rivalry which goes on at top 
level in a big corporation com- 
prehensively and in great de- 
tail, became.a best-seller and a 
movie, for the rights te which 
Hollywood paid Hawley some- 
thing in the neighborhood of a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

His latest novel, “Cash Mc- 
Call,” which déals with a big 
operator who understands. the 
complicated tax structures of 
Big Business and make millions 
by taking advantage of the loop- 
holes, is rapidly climbing into 
the best-seller list. And Holly- 
wood is dickering. 

Hawley has not only made a 
lot of money out of the two 
novels, but he has also found 
himself in the unusual predica- 
ment of being hailed as a per- 
sonnel expert, a tax expert, and 
finally, perhaps, as a writer. 

“When I wrote ‘Executive 
Suite,’” Hawley says, “I soon 
discovered that I was being 
looked upon as an authority on 
the personnel problems of Big 
Business. I was being asked to 
make speeches on the subject, 
and-even to come in and advise 
some .corporations along those 
lines. 

“One chairman of the board 
of a big company sent mea 
15-page outline of the personal 
characteristics of his eligible 
vice presidents, and asked me 
to help him choose the right 
one. 

“And now, with ‘Cash McCall,’ 
I find that people everywhére 
are looking upon me §as . tax 
expert, and again they want.me 
to make speeches on the sub- 
ject and work in an advisory 
capacity.” 

While all this is more or less 
flattering, Hawley, admits that 
all he really wants to be known 
as is a good and successful 
writer.

A Newspaper for Veterans Hospital 


Women Volunteers Publish ‘Grand Views’. for Patients, Staff

8HIS is the story of a news- 
T paper whose “linotype” is a 
typewriter and whose 
“press” is a mimeograph ma- 
chine. Its circulation territory is 
less than a city block and its 


editors and reporters never 
draw a penny in salary. 
It is “Grand Views,” 11 pages 


of news and features published 
every two weeks for patients 
and staff members of Veterans 
Administration Hospital, 915 
North Grand boulevard. 

Now beginning its second 
year, “Grand Views” is pub- 
lished as a volunteer communi- 
ty service by members of Theta 
Sigma Phi, national honorary 
journalism fraternity for wom- 
en, many of whom give at least 
one afternoon or evening a 
week to ihterviewing patients, 
writing or editing the news. 

An office on .the first floor 
of the hospital serves as a news 
room and “composing room.” 
Here the stories are written, 
headlines counted out, art work 
completed and page stencils cut. 
From here, the stencils go to 
the mimeograph room where 
hospital staff members put the 
paper to press and the pages 
are assembled by volunteers 
from the American Gold Star 
Mothers. 

Members of the National Sec- 
retaries Association volunteer 
their time to cut the stencils, 
following closely the editor's 
instructions. 

“We even have it down to a 
point where we know it takes 
35 typewriter strokes to fill a 
column,” said Mina Sennott, 
who serves as volunteer editor 
and directs the staff assign- 
ments. “If the writer can’t 
make the line. come out exactly 
even, she indicates that to’the 
typist who skips a few spaces 
here and there and sees to it 
that the right margin is as 
straight as the left.” 

Those clean-cut margins are 
evidence of the professional air 
of the little newspaper. As 
many of the staff members, in- 
cluding Miss Sennott, are grad- 
uates of the University of Mis- 
souri School of Journalism, the 
M.U. style book is followed, but 
there are additional rules that 
the Theta Sigs have set down 
for themselves—to avoid con- 
troversial isstes, to make sure 
nothing they write will disturb 
the patie: its; to “avoid two-bit 
words and keep the style sim- 
ple, conversational,

We 
had no mé@gata, the stone wash-

fashioned Mexican cooks still 
scrub the tortilla dough up and 
down for hours before it is con- 
sidered ready for baking in a 
thin, wafer-like sheet, but my 
great aunt Cassie had a pat-a- 
cake method with corn cakes, 
later fried thin and crisp, that 
is pretty much like the Mexican 
way.

THE SEVERAL’ SCHOOLS of 
thought about the differences 
between tacos, enchiladas and 
chalupas have mixed me up a 
little so that all I’m really sure 
of is that they’re every one 
tortillas filled with meat, vege- 
tables, mashed beans or cheese, 
flavored with a sauce of chilis, 
herbs and spices. Sdytetimes the 


tortilla is filled raw, folded over ; 


and fried in deep fat.” Some- 
times it is cooked first, 
filled and toasted—or it may be 
only filled and not toasted. But 
I don’t know whether it is the 
enchiladas that’ have a sauce 
poured over, or the tacps and 
chalupas. I am certain though 
that memelitos are tortillas that 
have been cooked on a griddle 
and then, while they are hot, 
buttered inside through splits 
in the top of the crust. 

Among the tamales I’ve had 
were some cinnamon sprinkled, 
stuffed with meat, nuts, raisins 
and broken candies, and one

Peéuliarly Mexican delicacies 
that I tried and relished, though

chocolate; knee fritters, shaped 
over the freshly scrubbed knee
